BLESSIIG OF HOLY FiTHER 6IVEI 



Amid the aott eUbonts oercflMMiial of 
the CathoHc church the celebntlon of 

the fiftieth jubilee of the foanding of the 
first house of the Fassiontsts in the United 
States began last Sunday morning at 
Pittstnirg and continned till Tuesday 
ercniag. Ttas bcsntiful Httle choich of 
thfnoassUrT oa Mottnt OUvtr was the 
■cene of services as memorable as sny 
that have ever been held in this country, 
for not only were prominent members 
of the order of the Passionists there from 
the headquarters in Rome, but n Cardinal, 
an Archbishop and three Hishops were 
enthrotied in the sanctuary during the 
ceremonies. The church was crowded, 
admiasion beiag by ticket, and hundreds 
were tnrasd iwsy la tlie morning who 
dssind to sttsnd the Pontifical high 
mass. It is not often in PittSbnig or 
elsewhere that a Pontificsl high mass is 
celebrated in the presence of so many 
high dignitaries of the church, except 
perhaps on the consecration of a Bishop, 
but still niore unusual were the Pontifical 
vespers and Ijeoediction sung in tlie after- 
noon. On both occaaions the Papal 
Messing, for which especial authority had 
been obtained from Rome, was given. 

Bvarytbing moved so smoothly and 
promptly that the two clergyman who 
had made alt the amngemsnts. Patker 
Michael, the rector nnder wbose direc- 
tions the work was done, and Father 
Anthony, the vice rector, who did the 
work, were the recipients of congratula- 
tions from the prelates present and from 
the high officials of their own order. 
Pather Anthony waa a sort of general 
difiNtor, not only of the preparations but 
' I Mags of the day, and he moved 
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guesU, directing the ushers and pulling 
the wires wherever pulling and straight- 
ening was rt<iuired. For several days 
the monastery was the home of the 
visiting hierarchs. Even PiUsburg's 
Bishop, Right Rev. Richani Phelan, re- 
mained nt the monastery uutil Tuesday 
evening, being unable in the sUte of hi* 
general health to make daily trips from 
bis lesideaoc on Grant street to the mon- 
astery. 

The first service of the celebration on 
Sunday morning was the blessing of the 
marble "Calvary" group over the high 
altar. This ceremony was solemnly per- 
formed by Cardinal Giblxms aii<l at- 
tended by prelates 'and priests of the 
order. The blessing of the group was 
followed by the Pontifical high mass at 
10:30 o'clock. The church, redecorated 
in gold and white s>!versl months ago for 
this oeoarioa, was sblaae with electric 
lights, snd the lights sad candles on the 
slur, the rich robes of the csldmnt snd 
the other Bishops, furnished a aosas as 
beautiful as it was solemn. 

The celebrant of the muss was the 
Archbishop of Philadelphia, the Most 
Rev. P. J. Ryan. On the gospel side or 
right of the altar, seated on the throne, 
was His Eminence James Cardinal Gib- 
bons, snd on cither side of him sat a 
daacoa of honor, the Rev. Joseph Suehr 
and the Very Rev. B. A. Bnsh, Vicar 
General of the Pittsbnrg dioceae. Far- 
ther down from the altar, at the right of 
the Cardinal'a throne, sat Bishop Phelan: 
next to him was Father John Baudinell, 
Consultor General of the Passionist 
order, from Rome, au<i alongside Father 
John was Bishop Burke, of Albany. To 
the left of the altar was Bishop P. J. 
Donahue, of Wheeling, and Bishop I^eo 
Haid. inotf Aposlotte of Notth CsroUna. 
The Mt'Ttf"* prissts at the mass were 
the Rev. WUUsm Kittell sad the Rev. 
H. J. Goebel; the cbantcn in copes were 
Fathers Athanasitts and Unns. The 
sermon, "St. Paul, the Saint of the 
Cross," was delivered by the Very Rev. 
Fidelis, master of novices at the monas- 
tery, the sou of an Episcopal clergyman, 
himself once a Protestant clergyman and 
Fraaident of Kenyon college in Ohio. 
Tim singing was by the monastery male 
dioir and the organist the Rev. Father

officiated, the assistant priests being 
Pather J. P. Regis Canevin, newly ap- 
pointed Coedjator Bishop ol Pittdmrg, 
snd Pather P. L. Tobin. A CarmeUte 
and a Capacbin friar, were the deacons of 
hohor, a Redemptorist father the deacon 
and Pather August Vogt the subdeocon. 
Pather A. A. Lambing preached on "The 
Sons of St. Paul of the Cross in America." 
A mass by Zeller was suug by the Cathe- 
dral choir, with Singenberger's "Ecce 
Soceodos" and Svint-Saens' "Ave 
Verum." At l:?tO p. m. there was 
solemn Pontifical vespers snd benedic- 
tion. Bishop J. W. Sha^^ahan, of Barrio- 
burg, was the oeMmnt snd Bishop 
Phelan assisted on the throne that waa 
occupied Sunday by Cardinal Gibbons. 
The Rev. Daniel Devlin was the assist- 
ant priest and the deacons of honor were 
Father Martin Ryan and Father li. }". 
May. Bishop Haid delivered the ser- 
mon, "Religious Orders in the Church." 
The music was by the choir of St. 
George's church. 

Tuesday was the lost day of the jnUlee, 
Bishop Shanahan celebrated the Pontifi- 
cal mass and at 7:90 p. m. solemn Pon- 
tifical vespers were snng. Bishop Phelan 
being the celebrant. 

Before leaving Pittsburg for Wheeling 
to be the guest of Bishop Donahue, Car- 
dinal Gibbons expressed himself pleased 
with the wonderful evidences of the 
growth of Catholicism about that city, 
which he had not visited before since he 
became an Archbishop. The first Pss- 
sionist fathera to arrive in this country 
were met by the Cardinal at Baltimore 
when he was a young man.

Rev. Father Albert, formerly pastor of 
St. Aegnsdae's chnrch in this dty snd 
now on the missioa In the i^Uads of 

South America, has written snother in 
teresting letter to the Kentucky Irish 
American. It is dated at Old Providence 
Island, Colonibi.1, South Ameriea. His 
letter is in part as follows: 

"My last communication to the Ken- 
tucky Irish American from St. Andrew's 
Island, as the readers no doubt remem- 
ber, was rather of a discouraging char- 
acter on account of the great impedi- 
ments put in the wsy ef converting the 
natives of that island 'to the Catholic 
faith by reason of the bad example and 
scandalous life the few dozens of nominal 
Catholics of Spanish descent are giving 
and have been giving for years. The 
readers will therefore, as I do myself, 
the more readily appreciate the spirit of 
the natives of Old Providence Island as 
manifested by them last February, when 
I visited the island for the first time. No 
less did they show the ssme friendly 
spirit towsrd me st this, my second visit. 

"The Rev. Bnsibro Howard, of the 
Bethel Baptist church, who shortly be- 
fore my present visit had spent a week 
with me at St. Andrew's, in order to 
learn and see a little more about the 
Catholic belief, invited me to come to 
his church and stay for some time, ex- 
plaining the Catholic doctrine, as his 
people were desirous of not belonging to 
the prejudiced class often met with 
among Protestants. I had previonsly sent 
him seversl Catholic books, which he 
declaied had opened his eyes snd made 
him take the first step in the right direc- 
tion in searching for the true faith. 
After holding services in his church for 
three weeks, celebrating mas.) in the 
morning and preaching a sertnou ta tOe 
evening, the pastor and the major part of 
his congregation were received into the 
Catholic church on Sunday, Decemlier 7. 
On the following day, the feast of the 
Immacnlate Conception, I bqitiaed the 
children of many memberaoftim con- 
gregation. This hsppy event wss brought 
to a close by fireworks and the illumina- 
tion of the little town of Isabella. 

"The only regret of the new converts 
was that I couM not remain with them, 
as I had to return to St. Andrew's Island, 
where a number of converts is to be re- 
ceived into the church on Christmas 
day. Most of them are young people 
od will be baptixed before the midnight 
mass. 

"I eatertsin the hope that all the 
people of Old Provldeaee Islaad will 
gradually eonvince themselves that a 
priest has come among them for their 

own good, both temporally and spirit- 
ually. Their eyes, unless they be totally 
blinded, will be opened when they see 
how by the endeavors of the Catholic 
priest their children will receive a better 
education, particularly' in regard to 
morality, and the public wili be benefited 
by a lioqrftel or health reaort which I 
intend to establish aa aooa aa I retnm 
from a contemplated trip to the Uirited 
Statta, where I expect to make oollec- 
dooa for thaas miaions. I hsve already 
received the aeoasiary permisiioa to 
make the trip from tbe ArchWabop of 
Cartagena. 

"I have made several trips afoot over 
this island, climbing the highest peaks 
and following tbe brooks that flow from 
the steep mountains. I have found 
several .excellent spots fer B|y p ro p osed 
health rwoct and the owasta of Isad 
have told me I was welcome to acrea of 
it Such generositr I did not find on 8t 
Andrew's Island. Indeed I could not 
bny a piece of land there. I intend to 
leave for the United .States during 
January and expect to sec many of niy 
old friends in Louisville. I may even 
extend my collection tour to the conti- 
neat of Bnrope. 1 firmly hope to find 
some prissto who are willing to sliare 
with me my IslMrs ia thess islsnds. I 
also hope to secure several young men 
from a ooll^ or scminsry, who for tbe 
love of God and die salvation of aoola 
will be willing to come into these mis- 
sions to assist the priests. 

"I wish all my old friends in Louisville 
a Merry Christmas and a very Happy 
New Year.

Tbe Chicago -Tribune, through ita able 
and unprejudiced correspondent, Ony 
Cramer, continues to keep up its good 
work in behalf of "the land of Ireland 
for the Irish people." Mr. Cramer's 
last letter deals with the "boycott" and 
is dated from Tallow Ro^d, Conaty 
Waterford, Irehind, December 8. In pert 
he says: 

If tbe Irish land trouble, with its age 
old, never ending, relentless fight be- 
tween tenants and landlords, is not soon 
settled by the Itritish Government, Ire- 
lanil must continue on its course of ruin 
and degradation, from which, in that 
event, if it is possible for conditions to 
reach a worse degree than tbe present, it 
wodd seem that only Providence will be 
able to find a remedy for the ishmd's 
ultimate salvation. 

If the land war is allowed to go on, if 
the tenantry are not given a hearing as to 
their demands for the right to purchase 
their cramped acres and abolish landlord- 
ism and dual ownership, then the reign 
of relentless coercion, with its impri.son- 
ment of men and women, must go on, 
for the Irish peaaant will keep up the 
swing of his one weapon of warfare — the 
boycott And it is this prsctice which 
ths present coercion mle, with ita im- 
prisonment of more thsn a dosen Iridt 
members of Parliament, has foiled to blot 
out in the least. 

Tbe peasants and their leaders have 
found that the boycott is the one weapon 
they can wield with dreadful effect. So 
accustomed have they become to its use, 
thanks to English disregard of their 
hopes and demands and to a century of 
English misrule, that a half-dozen hint- 
ing worda is all that is needed to work 
the ruin^h^Mgh concerted action on 

women in tbab «Uat lrf» 

wishes. 

The boycott as it is applied in Ireland 
may be cruel. It is. There can be not 
the least argument to the contrary. Busi- 
ness ruin, family suffering, even starva- 
tion, have been the marks along ita 
conrae. But the Irish tenaato have 
lesraed that if their eriaa are ever to be 
heard they meat use the fighting p ow er 
which oomea to their hands. 

Ireland created the boycott and gave 
that method of warfare its name. Tbe 
Irishman has been taught by England's 
course of government that any ameliora- 
tion of existing conditions must be se- 
cured, even though the relief has been 
but the smallest, by force or illegal acta. 
The laws in the main whicb govern Ire- 
land were enacted for tbe landlord's 
benefit; not for tbe peasant'a good. 

What terrible ellecf boycotting may 
carry is found in the town of Tallow, a 
few miles drive from the railway station 
at Tallow road. More than twenty years 
ago the trouble had its source, though 
the more important chapters of the strug- 
gle have been enacted within the last 
three years. A determined fight has l>eeu 
keptup on one business man who, with 
mnch justice on his side, boeght the 
acres from which a family had been 
evictsd. The man's business haa been 
mined. The town has been aader poUee 
rule. During recent months yon meet 
more policemen in the deserted streets 
than civilians. The town, whicli had a 
jKipulation of near a thousand, in now 
being practically sold at auction. Its 
business has been killed. The streets at 
noonday have taken on the appearance of 
a cemetery. Poverty baa raised iu head. 
Families have been compelled to move 
away. Commercial travalera never go 
near the {riace now, while a few years 
ago it wss s thriving bnsine m center. 
Tbe town is desd. Ita life has been 
kille<l out, and all by the boycott. 

When the Iiish peas;itil turns the boy- 
cott on his foe there is seldom any quar. 
ter. There is one act he will not forgive. 
If a new comer takes up the holding 
from which a tenant has been evicted 
withoot making a f nU and most liberal 
sgrsemeat with the evicted man for his 
tenant right — a right which the Isadlatd 
does not always recognize— that msa Is 
marked to become a pariah. His neigh- 
bors pass him on the highway without a 
word of greeting. They refuse to speak 
to him at church. His children are jeered 
as the children of a "land grabber" if 
they go to the national schools. If a 
member of tbe family dies no one at- 
tends tbe funeral. A man who is hit by 
tbe boycott beoomes an ontsait. He is 
ostraciMd under an nnwrittea mle whicb 
is aarSlenting. 

If he trades at a atote that store b 
marked and customers go elsewhere. 
The storekeeper must refuse to sell to 
the pariah or suffer loss iu trade. If the 
ostracized farmer drives his cattle to the 
weekly market he must drive them home 
again, for no one will boy them. His 



pigs, bis poultry, his produce come under 
the same ban. If a storekeeper supplies 
'pp^<m» to the police or emergency 
m^ti who are guarding evicted holdings 
be feels the force of the people's Opinion, 
He loses bis customers at once. 

Tfap system is cruel, it is unjust, but it 
is the. weapon which circumstances have 
prpdnoed for the Irish peasant who is 
under tht: crushing weight of landlord- 
ism. Technically it is defended on the 
that all people -have the right to 
oh "exdtiaive dealing." Irish 
lenders t»lnt out thst the ssmS thing is 
done atnoog mcmtieri of labor unioi^ iq 
tbe United States and even in England. 
The rough mAhoda of former years have 
been set aside. The boycott today is 
quiet, orderly, but determined, effective 
and merciless. 

Tbe case of Tallow town is presented 
here because it has held the attention of 
all England and Ireland. In this in- 
stance the boycott refiecta discredit on 
ita leaders. Btit the men in the meee- 
ment were fighting for a principle whieb 
their fathers held oat tat before them. 
Because Engliah raits has iwrsisted in 
turning a deaf ear to this demand, re- 
sorting to force to keep up old conditions, 
the cause of Irish ruin has been more 
deeply rooted each long yesi'. 

Tbe same pathway of boycott wreck- 
age can be found throogbont the west 
and aooth of Ireland. Near Hew Tip- 
perary, Coolgreany, Lnggacnrren and 
other towns there is the ssme story. 
Here thepeaaanta have had -greater pro- 
vocation. But Tfeltow shows the other 
side of the story, where the boycott— like 
the rain— falls on the just and unjust 
alike. 

William O'Brien, M. P., defends this 
kind of warfare. In fact, the Irish 
peasant will not give it up, for it is the 
one weapoa whkh eppasBloii baa left in 
his hand. 

"The only offense in thia action," 
asserted Mr. CBtUs. "is Vb€ right of 
comUaatlon. Thattfght la enacted by 
trade union la tbe world. tb» 
of snch aa oi](anisation coa-< 
tead rightly th«t they have tbe privilege 
of tradlag with whom they pieaae, of 
speaking to whom they please. It is s 
system of quiet picketing which has 
been known in CUosgo dariiw strikes, 
and I bdieve, baa been npheld by the 
courts."

The entire commnnity was gieatly 
shocksd on New Veer's day, when it 
became known that John J. Br-rrctt, the 
wen known undertaker, had passe*! 
away. The end came peacefully a few 
minutes before 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon. Mr. Barrett died fortified by the 
sacramenU of the church and surrounded 
by the members of his family. 

He had been ill for more than a year 
and suffered from Brigfat'a disease snd 
heart trouble. Attboi^ bis death had 
been expected for sevaial days. Keser- 
thclcaa the aewa Wiethe waa dead 
as s Shock >o hfs m4ny friends. More 
than a week ago Mr. Barrett real zed 
that the end was near and prepared him- 
self accordingly. 

John J. Barrett was born in the County 
Kerry, Ireland, fifty-three years ago. 
When he was a few years old his family 
removed to America and settled in Wash- 
ington, D. C. In his early manhood tbe 
family removed to Louisville where Mr. 
Barrett learned the trade of carpenter. 
Por years be worked for the old Short- 
line rsilraad before it was purchased by 
the Louisville & Nashville Railroad 
Company. He was a handy man with 
tools of any kind and helped to build the 
first telephone system in Lbhisville. Bht 
John was ambitions and s great readtf. 
As is the rule with the majority of Irish 
people, he had a retentive memory and 
rarely forgot anything be ever i^gui. 
Twenty-five yean ago he determinea to 
embark in the tiMtertakiog business. 
At fiatt it was a hard struggle but with 
bis sMIIty, integrity »nd energy he won. 
Although he began amid small surrouml- 
ings his worth was soon recognized. He

Mortgages, 
usually regarded as evUende of 
financial embaraasmcot, cover in- 
dividuals, firms, corporations, 
municipalities, counties. States 
ani the General Government. A 
deplorable condition, fraught with 
disaster and ruin! So figure 
European financiers and echo our 
economist refbrmcrs. Bnt mort- 
gages do not, indeed rarely, mean 
that in the United States. On the 
contrary, strange as it eeems, these 
mortgages Indicate progress 1^ 
prosperity. InvestiKation in con- 
nection with the census of 1900 
show that only 5 per cent, of the 
mortgagee were to pay debts or due 
to adversity of the mortgager, 95 
per cent, being to raise ready 
money for improvement or exten- 
sion of induatry and commerce. 
No wonder the foreigner can not 
udlerstand the American, and that 
our economists who stick tn statis- 
tics and logical principles have 
their deductions diq^roved by 
actual r esults. 

THB RIGHT WAY. 

We condemn the street car com- 
pany when deserved, and we give 
it credit when deserved. Its grant- 
ing an increase in wages to em- 
ployes is liberal and applies to all, 
thus dealing justly to all. It is 
one cent per hour, a aobatantkl in- 
crease in • month or year. But 
the most praiseworthy fact is that 
this action of the company indicates 
the kindly reUtkms of thecompany 
and iu employes, resulting from 
the peaceful settlement of the dis- 
agreement about a year ago, that 
threatened a strike. Prominent 
labor unionists and business men 
advised otherwise, and their advice 
was followed by the employes and 
thecompany. Pledgee then given 
have been complied with to date, 
and there is coofideoce that all will 



be in due time. We trust the em- 
ployes who were suspicious of the 

company, and the company, which 
had a bad opinion of labor unions, 
have both learned that mutual re- 
spect, confidence, fairness and con- 
ference is the best way to prevent 
as well aa aettle labor troubles.

The Venezuela matter is still in 

a somewhat chaotic state, despite 
the agreement of all to arbitrate. 
It te evident that England and 
Germany purpose to bunco the 
United Slates, and it is equally 
clear that they will not succeed. 
The United Sutes is not Involved 
in the dispute, and rightly insists 
that the questions at issue shall 
not be so construed as to affect the 
United States or Its policy. Eng- 
land and Gtrnntiy must settle 
their trouble with Venezuela with- 
out violating or ignoring any 
American ptdlcy or precedent, the 
Monroe doctrine included. The 
United Slates will concede nothing, 
nor assume any obligations, finan- 
cial or otherwise. 



In Great Britain labor union: 
have no legal atatna, nor does a 

workman .seem to have any rights 
employers are bound to respect — 
this is demonstrated when the law 
te appealed to. Recently we men- 
tioned the imprisonment and fining 
of 140 coal miners for "leaving 
their employer without notice"— 
quitting work because they were 
not paid their wages. Now we see 
the culmination of that and other 
In the final decirion by the 



employers for damages against the 
Miners' Union for losses by stop- 
page of work due to strikes. The 
Miners' Union is held to be a con- 
spiracy, its orders and acts illegal, 
and judgments aggregating $140,- 
000 in favor of employers are af- 
firmed. This in civilized Great 
Britain in the twentieth century. 
Magna Charta doea not apply to 
working people. Unfortunately 
for Baer and the "divinely com- 
missioned," miners' grievances are 
not aettled In that ancient feudal- 
tetic fashion in the United States, 
where even the miner is the equal 
of the employer before the law, 
and labor' onions have the same 
status and rights as. employers' 
associations. 



When the public are invited to 
attend receptions and ceremonials 
at the orphan asylums and institu- 
tions it is not sufficient to give the 
date and location. This is no 
longer a village, and the general 
public do not know where suburban 
streets are or how to j^et there. 
For instance, the reception at St. 
Vincent's Orphan Asylum last Sun- 
day waa attended by several hun- 
dred instead of thousands, as it 
should be. The asylum is on 
Payne street. But where te Payne 
street? The public do not know, 
and not knowing could not go. 
Then the street railway company, 
with Ita uaual lade of. accommoda- 
tion, helped to complicate matters. 
Information was reluctantly and 
often incorrectly given, transfers 
refused and pasaengera put off al- 
most anywhere, requiring a long 
walk, and many complain they had 
to pay two or three fares going and 
returning.
